G.S.R. 158. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regu- 
lating the recruitment of persons to Class IV posts in the Salt Organisation 
under the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, namely: — 

1. Short title.— These rules may be called (Class IV Posts) Recruitment Rules, 
1960. 


2. Application . — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 
of the Schedules to these rules. 


3. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay . — The number of posts, classifi- 
cation of the said posts and the scale of pay attached to them shall be as specified 
in columns 3 to 6 of the said Schedules. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications .— The method 
of recruitment to the said posts, age limits, the qualifications and other matters 
connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 7 to 15 of the Schedules 
aforesaid: Provided that, the maximum age limit specified In the Schedules 
In respect of direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belong- 
ing to Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accord- 
ance with the orders issued by Central Government from time to time. 


5. Disqualifications . — No male candidate, who has more than one wife living 
and no female candidate, who has married a person having already a wife living, 
shall be eligible for appointment, unless the Central Government, after having 
been satisfied that there are special grounds for doing so, exempts any such 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 
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6, Promotion and Transfer . — For the purpose of promotion and transfer of 
the incumbents of posts mentioned in the Schedules, each Division shall be 
considered as an independent unit. The Regional Officer concerned shall be 
competent to transfer Class IV stall within the region hr special circumstances, 
such as, on the grounds of discipline or in public interest. The Salt Commis- 
sioner shall be competent to transfer Class IV staff from one region to another 
region on the same grounds as indicated above. Pachbaclra circle being an 
isolated unit, there shall normally be no transfers from that circle, hut, in special 
cases, transfers between Pachbadra and Salt Commissioner’s headquarters office 
may be permitted at the discretion of the Salt Commissioner.

— The following draft of the Wheat Atta Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1969, which the Central Government proposes to make In exercise of 
the powers conferred by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and 
Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937) and in supersession of the Atta Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1940, is published, as required by the said section for the infor- 
mation of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after 1st March, 1960. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. , 

1. Short title and application. — (1) These Rules may be called the Wheat Atta 

Grading and Marking Rules, 1959. 1 

(2) They shall apply to wheat-atta produced in any part of India other 
than the State of Jammu and Kashmir, 

2. Definition.' — In these Rules, “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to 

these rules. I 

3. Grade designations. — The grade designations to indicate the quality of wheat 
atta shall be as set out in column 1 of Schedules II and IV. 

4. Definition of quality. — The quality indicated by the grade designations shall 
be as set out against such designations in Schedule IV. 

G. Grade designation Marks.— (1) The grade designation mark shall consist 
of a label bearing a design (consisting of an outline map of India with the 
word AG MARK and the figure of the rising sun with the word* "Produce of 
India") resembling the mark set out in Schedule I. 

Note. — Each label shall have printed thereon a serial number alongwith 
a letter or letters denoting the series, e.g., A.004378. 

(2) The grade designation mark to be used on paper or cloth bags shall 
consist of a paste-on label of the colour set out In Schedule II specifying the 
grade designation. 

(3) The grade designation mark to be used on B-twill jute bags shall consist 

of a rectangular tie-on label of the colour set out in Schedule II specifying 
the grade designation. I 

6. Marking Provisions. — (1) The grade designation mark shall be securely 
affixed to each container in a manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser to the Government of India. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, each container shall be clearly 
marked with such particulars and in such manner as may from time to time 
be specified by the aforesaid officer. 

(3) An authorised packer may, after obtaining the previous approval of 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India, mark his private 
trade mark on a container in a manner approved by the said officer, provided 
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that the private trade mark does not represent quality or grade of the Wheat 
Atta different from that indicated by the grade designation mark affixed on the 
container in accordance with these rules. 

7. Method of packing. — Only sound clean containers such as paper, cloth or 
B-twill jute bags shall be used for packing wheat atta and such packages shall 
he securely closed. 

8. Special conditions of certificate of authorisation. — In addition to the condi- 
tions specified in rule 4 of the General Grading and Marking Rules 1937, the 
conditions set out in Schedule III shall be the conditions of every certificate of 
authorisation issued for the purpose of these rules.

(e) A sample of wheat atta drawn In a manner prescribed by the Agricul- 
tural Marketing Adviser, from each lot of wheat atta produced shall be forward- 
ed to such Control Laboratory as may be directed from time to time.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
6B of the Cinematograph Act, 1952 (37 of 1952), the Central Government, in 
supersession of the Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting No. G.S.R. 640, dated the 21st May, 1959, hereby 
issue the following directions to the Board of Film Censors, setting out the prin- 
ciples which shall guide the Board in sanctioning films or public exhibition, 
namely:— 

Directions to the Board of Film Censors setting out the principles which shall 
guide the Board in sanctioning films for public exhibition. 

General Principles 

1. No picture shall be certified for public exhibition which will lower the 
moral standards of those who see it. 

Hence the sympathy of the audience shall not be thrown on the side of crime, 
wrong-doing, evil or sin. 

2. Standards of life, having regard to the standards of the country and the 
people to which the story relates, shall not be so portrayed as to deprave the 
morality of the audience. 

3. The prevailing laws shall not be so ridiculed as to create sympathy for 
violation of such laws. 


Application of General Principles 

As it is desirable that there shall, as far as possible, be a uniform standard 
for determining whether a film is suitable or not for unrestricted public exhibi- 
tion or for public exhibition restricted to adults, the Central Government pres- 
cribes the following rules for the guidance of the Board: — 

I. It is not desirable that a film shall be certified as suitable for public exhibi- 
tion, either unrestricted or restricted to adults, which: — 

(A) deals with crime in such a manner as to: 

(i) extenuate criminal acts; 

(ii) depict the modu3 operancli of criminals; 

(ili) throw the glamour of romance and heroism over criminal characters; 

(iv) enli3t the sympathy or admiration of the audience for criminal 

characters; 

(v) hold up to contempt those responsible for, or engaged in the preven- 

tion, detection or punishment of criminals; 

(vi) create the impression that crime pays or is a normal incident of ordi- 

nary life and not to be reprobated; 

(N.B . — The mere fact that the picture shows the criminal as being punished 
for his crime shall not, by iteself, be regarded as a good reason for certifying 
a picture if the general impression created by the picture i9 such as to incite 
people to crime.) 1 

(B) deals with vice or immorality in such a manner as to; 

(i) extenuate vicious or immoral acts; 

(ii) undermine the accepted cannons of decency; 

(ili) depict vice or immorality as attractive; 

(iv) cast a halo of success or glory round the vicious or immoral; 

(v) enlist the sympathy or admiration of the audience for vicious or 

immoral characters; 

(vi) suggest that the attainment of a laudable end is justified by vicious 

or immoral means or improper motives; 

(vii) create the impression that vice and immorality are not to be repro- 

bated; 

(N.B. — The mere fact that the picture shows a vicious or immoral person as 
suffering the consequences of his vice or immorality shall not, by itself, be 
regarded as a good reason for certifying a picture.) 
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(C) deals with the relations between the sexes in such a manner as to: 

(i) lower the sacredness of the institution of marriage, 

(ii) suggest that illicit sexual relations are ordinary incidents of life and 

not to be reprobated; 

(hi) depict 

(a) rape, premeditated seduction, or criminal assaults on women; 

(b) immoral traffic in women; 

(c) soliciting, prostitution or procuration; 

(d) illicit sexual relations; 

(e) excessively passionate love scenes; 

(f) indelicate sexual situations; 

(g) scenes suggestive of immorality; 

(D) exhibits the human form, actually or in shadowgraphs: 

(i) in a state of nudity; or 

(11) indecorously or suggestively clothed; 

(iii) indecorous or sensuous posture; 

(E) brings into contempt the armed forces, or the public services or persons 
entrusted with the administration of law and order. 

(F) is intended or likely to: 

(i) wound the susceptibilities of any foreign nation or any community 

or the followers of any religion; 

(ii) foment social unrest or discontent to such an extent as to incite people 

to crime; 

(iill promote disorder, violence, a breach of the law or disaffection or 
resistance to Government 

Explanation to Clauses (E) and (F):~ 

First: — The following types of films shall be considered unsuitable for public 
exhibition: — 

(i) A film which is likely to arouse disrespect of a foreign country or is 

liable to be looked upon by a foreign country as derogatory to itself, 
or which is liable to embarrass the relations of the Government of 
India with any foreign Government. 

(ii) A film which preaches or is liable to incite people to acts of violence 

or which tends to encourage subversive activity with a view to over- 
throwing established authority or institutions; 

Second: — In particular, the following matters shall be regarded as objection- 
able: — 

(i) Disparaging references to the people of a foreign country or the head 

of a foreign State; 

(ii) Picturisation of subversive methods or of guerilla technique. 

II. In addition to the matter, dealt with generally in Section I, the following 
subjects may be objectionable in a context in which either they amount to 
indecency, immorality, illegality or incitement to commit a breach of the

III. It is not proposed that certification of a film should be refused altogether, 
or that it should be certified as suitable for adult audiences only, where the dele- 
tion of a part or parts, will render it suitable for unrestricted public exhibition 
or for exhibition restricted to adults, and such deletion is made, unless the film 
is such as to deprave the morality of the audience and even excisions will not 
cure the defects. | 

TV. It is undesirable that a certificate for unrestricted public exhibition shall 
be granted In respect of a film depicting a story, or containing incidents unsuitable 
for young persons. 

In particular, under this head, the following subjects are objectionable: 

(i) anything which may strike terror in a young person, e.g., scenes 

depicting ghosts, brutality, mutilations, torture, cruelty, etc.; 

(ii) anything tending to disrupt domestic harmony or the confidence of a 

child in its parents, e.g., scenes depicting parents quarrelling violent- 
ly, or one of them striking the other, or one or both of them behaving 
immorally;
